Claims 1-4 and 5-16 are pending in the instant application, claim 5 has been canceled in 
the amendment of 5/15/02. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the response and 
amendment of 5/15/02 is persuasive. The instant application claims a process for the purification 
of phosphatidylserines of the formula I by the extraction of the phosphatides in a hydrocarbon 
solvent with a mixture of water and a polar organic solvent, where the hydrocarbon is selected 
from toluene, xylene, heptane, hexane, and cyclohexane, and the polar organic solvent is an 
alcohol. The prior art reference, De Ferra et al, USPN 5700668, teaches a process for the 
production of phophatidylserines from phophatidylcholines via trans-esterification reaction and 
the purification of the phophatidylserine in toluene solution, which is separated from an aqueous 
phase and then reduced and dissolved in heptane and methanol. The prior art does not teach or 
suggest that the purification process is carried out in a triphasic system, e.g. hydrocarbon solvent, 
alcohol, and water, and in fact teaches away from this since the phosphatidylserine/toluene is 
removed from aqueous media prior to extraction with an alcohol solvent. Further, the instant 
examples indicate a significant reduction in the amount of serine(free) present in the purified 
product. Claims 1-4, and 6-16 are allowed and are renumbered as 1-4, and 5-15 respectively.
